Lord Baden Powell organized an experimental camp 
in Brown Sea Island at Poole Harbour, Dorset, England 
in August 1907 for 20 Boys from different walks of English 
Life. to teach these Life skills which was a Great Success. 
After this camp, he wrote a Book, 'Scouting for Boys' | 
which was published in six fortnightly issues and this © 
became very popular and a large number of boys joined 


Scouting. 


September 1909, Lord Baden Powell organized the 
first gathering of Scouts in Crystal Palace Rally at [™ 
London. 11000 Scouts participated in this Rally and to ] 


BP's surprise, few Girls also appeared wearing Uniforms 2 


like Boys, with feather in the cap. 


When BP asked them who they were, they said 'We are Girl Scouts’. Efforts by Lor¢ 
BP to convince them that Scouting was not meant for Girls did not work and BP had tc 
agree for the Girl Guide Section. He requested his sister Agnes Baden Powell to take care o! 
girls. This is how the Guiding Movement took birth. 


Around the year 1916-17, the girls who were in Guiding grew up and had learnt many 
skills, but did not want to give up Guiding. Young girls were joining and older girls whe 
had already learnt Scouting skills were feeling uncomfortable. This situation was observed 
by Lord BP and he felt that senior Guides should have a separate Syllabus. He entrusted 
the task of framing the syllabus for senior girls to Mrs. Mark Kerr who was a Leader for 
Guide Ventures, Inspirer, Gifted Writer and Good Speaker. 


Many Senior Girl Guide Units were started during 1917-18. Rangering was officially 
started in 1919. Name for the girls - RANGERS was suggested by Lord BP and was placed 
in the County Commissioners Conference held at Oxford in July 1920 and received their 


approval. Motto of Rangers is “SERVICE”, 


During the National Council meeting held at National Headquarters in November 2018, 
it was decided that 100 Years of Rangering Centenary Celebrations was decided to Celebrate 
all over India. Mrs. Manik Barsle, the then National Commissioner (G), was the Chairperson

HISTORY OF RANGERING 


Director, The Bharat Scouts & Guides

WORLD LEVEL 


In 1920, the First International Conference was held at Oxford 
H.R.H. Princesses Royal became President of the Girl Guides 
Association. India was represented by Mrs. Bear at this Conference. 
Senior Guides got the official name. “Rangers” Lady Abala Bose was 


appointed first Indian Commissioner for Indian Guides. 


INDIAN RANGERING 


Whereas there are no records about the actual starting of first 


Unit But as per Milestone book, the history speaks that : 


A National Seminar for Rovers and Rangers was held in Delhi 
from 27-30 Sept. 1964 in which age limit for Rovers and Rangers was 
fixed at 18 to 24 years 


The first Conference of the Rover and Ranger leaders was held at 
the Western Railway Zonal Training School, Udaipur from 29th to 31st 
March 1967. It was inaugurated by His Highness Maharaja Bhagwat 
Singhji of Udaipur on 29th March. 74 Rover leaders and 20 Ranger 
leaders representing 16 states attended the Conference. Mr. G. R. Padolina, 
Executive Commissioner Far East Region, Boy Scout World Bureau 
and Mrs. C. Cameron, Chairman Constitution Sub-Committee of the 
WAGGGS participated in the Conference. Former National Organising 


Commissioner Shri D. PB. Joshi acted as Secretary to the Conference. 


THE GANDHI CENTENARY REGIONAL ROVER/RANGER 
SAMAGAM was held at National Training Centre Pachmarhi from 
December 29 to January 6, 1970. It was recognised by WAGGGS and 
Boy Scout World Bureau. 289 Rovers and 63 Rangers from 17 State 
Associations attended the Samagam. The theme was ‘Peace through 
Friendship’. Prominent persons like Shri Jai Prakash Narain, Salvador 


Fernandes, Sheela Ghori, Narsimachari, S. Tripathi (Rajasthan) Field Marshall Manekshaw, 
Shri R.P. Kathuria and Smt. S.S. Sachdev visited the Samagam and addressed the Scout 


and Guide Leaders. 


The Rajasthan State, Bharat Scouts & Guides started an agricultural project in 
PISANGANJ, Ajmer. Some financial assistance was received from the Govt. of India. A camp 
was organised at Hatoondi in November, 1971. 28 young farmers were trained for 10 days in 
both agricultural techniques and Grameen Rovering. Shri Ganeshi Ram SOC Rajasthan State 
Bharat Scouts & Guides was in-charge of this project. 


First President Rover/Ranger Award Rally was held at Nizamuddin in 197]. 


In Lucknow District in 1972 to popularise Rangering in rural areas, initially 50 villages 
were selected. 6 women were chosen from each village. They were given training in nutrition, 
personal hygiene, public health, family planning, agriculture, literacy civil defence ete. Dr. 
(Miss) K. Sabharwal SC (G) was in-charge of this Project. In all 10 Training Camps were 


arranged. The number of enrolled Rangers was 500. 


GRAMEEN RANGERING (1975) 


The year 1975 was declared as the ‘International Women’s year’ by the UNO. The 
National Headquarters of the Bharat Scouts & Guides chalked out a comprehensive plan for 
Grameen Rangering. A pilot project initiated 3 years back in Lucknow District (UP) had yielded good 


results. It was decided to organise similar programmes in other parts of the country. 


The States were grouped into five zones viz., North, South, East, West, and Central. A 
Sub-Committee for each zone was set up which was assisted by an adviser. A female 
professional from the National Headquarters was to act as an organiser. The State 
Commissioner (G) of the state in which the zonal office was located acted as Chairman and 
all the State Commissioners (G) of the States of that zone were the members of the Committee. 
These Zonal Committees conducted camps of 40 adult women Rangers and Guides between 
18-35 years. An equal number of women from the nearby rural areas was allowed to join 
the camp. Patrol system was strictly carried out. The programme of these camps was divided 


into two parts a) at the camp )b) in the villages. The duration of each camp was 7 days. 


During 12" National Jamboree at Bhopal, National Year of Rover/Ranger closing 
ceremony was done. 


His Excellency the Vice President of India Mr. K.R. Narayanan, consented the proposal 
of the Bharat Scouts & Guides to institute Upa-Rashtrapati Award to be given to the Rover/ 
Ranger units for community development oriented programmes for one year on the lines of 
the Prime Minister Shield Competition. Its launching took place at the Vice President’s 
Residence (No. 6, Maulana Azad Road, New Delhi) on October 2, 1994. 


First Rover Ranger Mini Jamboree was conducted in Bhubaneswar at their State Trg 
Centre from 1* to 7 Dec, 2019. Ms. Sonakhi, Ranger of Odisha State got the Olave Award 


in 2020 which is a historical movement as first time this award is received by a Ranger of 


BSG India. 


Dr. Pankaj Mittal became the first National Commissioner for Rangers in 2019.

Guide Association” who always maintained a separate Identity under 


the Leadership of Smt. Lakshmi Mazumdar. 


When India got Independence during the year 1947, efforts were 
made by stalwarts like Dr.H. N. Kunzru and others for merger of the 
Scouts and Guides Associations in India into one. The All-India Girl 
Guide Association had always maintained a separate identity and had 
some reservations for merger under the leadership of Smt. Lakshmi 
Mazumdar. In 1950 they opted out of the merger since the very 
beginning as Smt. Lakshmi Mazumdar wanted to maintain the Identity 
of Guide Wing in Training as well as Administration. But due to the 
relentless efforts of the stalwarts of the Scout movement, especially 
that of Dr. H. N. Kunzru, an agreement was finally reached and the 
Girl Guide Association merged in Bharat Scouts and Guides on 15th 
August 1951. 


Girl Guides section’s claim of full membership at the International level was discussed 
in the World Guide Conference at Dombass, Norway on Aug.12,1952. Smt. Lakshmi 
Mazumdar, who attended the conference, successfully pleaded the case of India’s full 
membership in the World Organisation. She extended an invitation to the World Director, 
Ms. Dame Leslie, to visit India. The World Committee asked the World Conference to delegate 
power to accept India’s membership provided- Important Constitutional matters in the APRO 
were transferred to the Constitution of the Bharat Scouts and Guides and Trefoil was 
incorporated in the Official Badge worn by Bharat Guides as their Promise Badge. All this 
was possible only due to the strong Leadership of the Efficient Lady Smt. Lakshmi Mazumdar. 
In the year 1954 Smt. Lakshmi Mazumdar attended the XV World Guide Conference 
held in Holland. 


SALT LAKE PROJECT : Smt. Lakshmi Mazumdar prepared a Pilot Project for this 
camp under which 1.5 lakh Refugees were given shelter, which resulted in recruitment of 
100 teachers amongst the refugees who were given training in Cub/Bulbul leadership and 
also Education and Training for 5000 children. Scouts and Guides had cordial relationship 
with other Organization working in the project. They helped in levelling the ground and 


other developmental work also. 


Mrs. Mazumdar got Wood Badge at Gilwell Park. She was presented Wood Badge by 
Mr. John Thurman, Camp Chief of Gilwell Park during the year 1965 and became the First 
Lady in Asia and Second in the World (First Recipient was Lady Olave Baden Powell) to 
earn the Wood Badge at Gilwell park. 


Mrs.Lakshmi Mazumdar was awarded Padma | 
Shri by Hon’ble President of India Sri. Sarvapalli | 
Radhakrishnan on 20th May 1965 at Rashtrapathi 
Bhavan. She was mainly responsible for construction 
of Sangam World Girl Guide/Girl Scout Centre, at 
Pune, India. She personally supervised the 
construction of the Sangam World Girl Guide/Girl 
Scout Centre, which was Inaugurated on October 16, 
1966 by the World Chief Guide, Lady Olave Baden- 
Powel. She was Instrumental the completion of 


the National Head Quarters in Indraprasta 
Kstate,Nrew Delhi. 


She was honoured with various National and 


International Awards in recognition of her 


meritorious services and involvement in strengthening 


the Scout and Guide Movement in the Country. 


* Mr. Fiest gave the Silver World Medal of Boy Scouts of America to Mrs. Lakshmi 


Mazumdar. 


The 22nd Boy Scouts World Conference held at Helsinki decided to award ‘Bronze 
Wolf’-the Highest Award of WOSM to Smt. Lakshmi Mazumdar. Proposing the 


Award, the Chairman of the World Committee announced that under her Dynamic 


Leadership the programme of the Association has been directed towards Constructive 
Nation-Building Work and has gained Recognition as the Leading Youth Welfare 


Organisation in the Country. 


* In 1975 she received Singapore Scout Association’s Highest Scouting Award “The 
Distinguished Service Award (Gold)”. 


* She was given ‘Gold Wood Badge’ of the Boy Scouts of America. 


* Highest Scouting Awards were also conferred by Sri Lanka, Afghanistan and 


Bangladesh Scout Associations * 
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After India's independence, she held Very High and Distinguished responsibilities. The 
first All India Scouters and Guiders Seminar was held at National Training Centre, Pachmarhi 
NTC from May 29 to June 2, 1970. Fifty-two Scouters and Thirty-six Guiders representing 
20 State Associations attended the Seminar. The theme of the Seminar was ‘Better Scouting 
and Guiding for more Boys and Girls.’ Over a dozen topics were discussed which included 
group programme Orientation, Quality of Leadership, Scouts & Guides in Rural Areas, their 
Uniform & Tests, Attractive programmes, Scouting/Guiding among Handicapped, Desert 
Scouting, Air & Sea Scouting. She was able to achieve Exceptional Quantity and Quality 
Development of Scouting and Guiding in the Country during her leadership as National 


Commissioner for nearly TWO DECADES.

BRIEF HISTORY : 


Annie Besant was born on Ist October 1847 in Clapham, London 
into an upper middle class family and named Annie Wood by her 
parents William Burton Persse Wood and Emily Roche Morris. She 
was a Theosophist, Socialist, Women’s Rights Activist, Educationist, 
Writer, Orator and Philanthropist. As an Educationalist, she 
established National Collegiate Board in Mumbai, Central Hindu 
School in Benaras and she was one of the founders of Banaras Hindu 
University along with Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, As a prolific 
author, she has penned over 300 books and pamphlets. 


MARRIAGE & INVOLEMENT 
IN INTERNATIONAL MOVEMENT: 


At the age of 20, in 1867, Annie married a Clergyman Mr. Frank 
Besant and had 2 children. Her increasingly unconventional religious 
views led to their legal separation in 1873. She fought for workers, 
organized strikes, significantly improving their working conditions in 
the factories. She then became a prominent speaker of National Secular 
Society —the NSS, Fabian Society and Marxist Social Democratic 
Federation. She became involved with Union activities like Bloody 


Sund: ay Demonstration, London Match girls strike of 1888. 


What is THEOSOPHY? 


Theosophy literally means “Divine Wisdom”. It is primarily founded by Helena 
Blavatsky in early 1880s in New York City. In 1890, Annie met Helena Blavatsky and her 
interest grew in Theosophy.She became its member and as part of work, she travelled to 
India in 1893. In 1907, she was elected its International President with the Headquarters 


in Adyar, Madras Province. 


INVOLVEMENT IN INDIAN FREEDOM STRUGGLE : 


Mrs. Annie Besant joined the Indian National Congress and actively involved in Indian 
freedom struggle till her death on 20" September 1933, at the age of 85, in Adyar. Attacking 
caste and child marriages, fighting for Women’s rights, in which women and men worked 
side by side for the perfecting of humanity, worked for Indian Education. As an editor of 
“NEW INDIA NEWSPAPER”, she attacked the Colonial Government of India and called 
for clear and decisive moves towards Home Rule and thus, along with Lokamanya Tilak, 
established “ALL INDIA HOME RULE LEAGUE”, working all through the year, mobilizing 
demonstrations, public meetings and agitations. In 1917, she took over as President of Indian 
National Congress, much to the admiration of Mahatma Gandhi and Jawaharlal Nehru. 


She not only fought for Indian Independence in India but also on speaking tours of Britain. 


SCOUTING CONTRIBUTION : 


Annie Besant started her own Scouting Movement in 1918 in Adyar along with 
Theosophist George Francesca Arundale, EG Pierce,. When Baden Powell came to India, he 
saw how she had started the Scouting Movement and its efficiency. So he combined National 
Scouting with World Scouting and that’s how Scouting started in India. So primarilys, the 
credit of opening the doors for Scouting Movement in India goes to Dr. Annie Besant. She 
was made the Honourary Scout Commissioner. In the year 1932, Lord Baden Powell honoured 
her with the Highest Scouting / Guiding award called ‘SILVER WOLF”, from London. She 
had her own National Newspaper Called “NEW INDIA” and she used this paper to publish 


articles on Scouting and gave wide publicity and visibility. 


Annie Besant always used to say there are 2 Associations in the 
World which worked for the benefit of International society - one 
being Theosophical Society and the other being World Boy Scouts 
Movement. She established the INDIAN BOY SCOUTS ASSOCIATION”. 
She was the one who started FIRST SCOUT MASTERS TRAINING 
CAMP in India. | 


In her honour, The Bharat Scouts and Guides, Karnataka’s State > 
Training and Camping Centre in Doddaballapur, 40 kms away from 
Bangalore City has been named after her called Dr. ANNIE BESANT 


State camping and Training Centre. It was established in the year

History of Rangering 

Under the Girl Guides movement, founded 
in 1910 inthe United Kingdom, the girls who 
were in the guiding group since its inception 
and with most of the skills mastered, were 
growing restless by the end of 1917 about 
teaming up with younger girls joining their 
team. 

This prompted Lord Robert Baden-Pow- 
ell, the founder of Scouting and Guiding, to 
develop a separate wing for the senior girls 
who wished to continue Guiding. 

With the motto of ‘Service’ the ‘Ranger’ 
was formed in June 1920 and Rose Kerr was 
given the responsibility of outlining a plan 

for the older girls. 
The senior male counter- 
parts were promoted from 
Scouting to Rovers, 
which was fully estab- 
lished by 1919.
